Washington, June 29.—(Special.)—General 
Shafter is anxious to celebrate the Fourth 
of July in Santiago. 

That is the substance of a dispatch re- 
ceived at the war department late this af- 
ternoon. “ 

The general states that he can capture 
that ancient’city within forty-eight hours 
with the force he now has at his command, 
and he intimates that he may proceed to 
earry out his intentions in that direction 
without waiting for the re-enforcements be- 
ing hurried ‘to his relief. He has informa- 
tion that 12,000 Spanish soldiers expected 
from (Manzanillo are more than five days 
@way from Santiago, and he believes he 
can enter the city before the Spanish re- 
enforcements arrive: He has authority to 
exercise his own discretion as to the time 
for making the attack, hence no conflicting 
orders have been sent to him.

with dispatches from Genéral Rios for 
Admiral Sampson and General Rabi. They 
report that General Pando has with him 
seven battalions, numbering 8,700 men, 
with cattle and a puck train with pro- 
visions. He left Manzanillo, -pruvauce of 
Santiago de Cuba, on June 22d to relieve 
General Linares. The Spaniards were mov- 
ing at the rate of twelve miles a day 
when the messengers left and at their 
present speed it is expected they will reach 
Santiago de Cuba next Sunday, July 3d. 
The Cubans have a small force langing 
on the Spanish flank and rear and harass- 
ing General Pando’s troops at every step. 
Manzanillo is 127 miles west of Santiago 
de Cuba and the roads are in bad condi- 
tion. The Spaniards say that if General 
Pando reaches his goal it will be with 
less than half the force he started with. 
The Cubans who are harassing him only 
number about 200 men, but in the passes 
and in the bush they are at a great ad- 
vantage. I: is probable that immediate 
steps will be taken to throw a force of 
Americans and Cubans between Pando 
and General Linares. Pressed as the lat- 
ter is on the east he could not spare a 
man for a sortie to the west.

A Problem to Face. 

“These responsibilities, resting:as well on 
those who enact as on him who executes 
the laws in Georgia, are, perhaps, more 
delicate and difficult than in any other 
state in the union. Aside from her wide 
extent of territory, the diversified and 
sometimes conflicting interests of her peo- 
ple, in widely separated parts of her do- 
main, jthere are within her borders two 
races of peopre as widely different as the 
poles, not only in color, ‘but in culture. 
tastes, habits, aims, aspirations and ca- 
pacity @or self-government. The one enjoys 
the otdest Christian civilization in the 
world; upon the other the dawn of Chris- 
flan civilization has just broken. The one 
is the strongest race on earth, dominating 
every other race with which it comes in 
contact; the other the weakest and most 
dependent, not only incapable of dominating 
Others but as yet, because of environment 
and circumstances for which it was not re- 
sponsible, incapable of governing itself. 
Some of this race haVe made marvelous 
progress in the few years that they have 
enjoyed freedom and citizenship and have 
and should have the support and encour- 
agement of all good men in the earnest 
efforts they are making to become good and 
useful citizens. Others have made but lit- 
tle progress in the science of government 
and have never realized the sanctity of the 
ballot nor the responsibilities of citizenshin. 
Like the child, which first craw'!s, then. 
frown a little stronger, walks, when led bv 
a strong hand, and finally waiks alone witb 
a firm, confident tread; let us hope that this 
race, blighted by the curse of Ham, may, 
under the laws of evolution and progress 
and encouraged by the superior race, de- 
velop into a race of useful, self-reliant, pa- 
triotic citizens and defenders of the re- 
public. To lead it as a child by the hand 
and encourage it by the means most neceés- 
sary and efficacious, is peculiarly the duty 
of Georgia democrats, because there are in 
Georgia more negroes than in any other 
Christian state or nation on earth. It is a 
great ‘and fearful responsibility that provi- 
dence has put upon us; but I trust in God 
that Georgia democrats will continue to 
meet it, as they have in the past, with that 
‘wiedom, justce and moderation’ which 
the strong owe to the weak. 

Lessons To Be Taught. 

“Since the Georgia democracy

There has been absolutely no dis- 
crimination on account of race or color. 
This is the record of the Georg'a democ- 
racy in the education of the negro and it 
is good as far as it goes, and the negro has 
profited by the advantages we have given 
him. 
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The Negro and the Ballot. 

“But education in the textbooks alone is 
not sufficient. There is a moral education, 
even more essential to good citizenship, in 
which he has not, as 4 race, made progress 
0 satisfactory. These mora] lessons must 
be taught him by precept and by example. 
He must be taught that the ballot was civ- 
en him not as an article of merchandise, 
to be bartered off for a grink of*®rhisky or 
for a dollar or two, but as a great weapon 
of defense to protect him as it protects 
the white man in his rights and lberties, 
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and that to sell it is a erime which must 
for the good of the state be severely pun- 
ished. He must be taught that the can- 
didate who would buy it is his enemy, and 
a public enemy, and merits and should re- 
ceive punishment no less severe than that 
inflicted on the vote seller. The interests 
of the republic demand this, and no honest, 
of the republis demand this, and no honest, 
inteiligent, patriogic negro will object to it, 
for it is not a race discrimination. but a 
discrimination based On virtue and intelli- 
gence. The ballot in the hands of an ig- 
norant, venal and unpatriotic man is dan- 
ferrous to the safety of the state. To ad- 
just this delicate question so as to pro- 
tect the state and all of its people of both 
races the growing evil of corrupt 
pol-tics and a vena! vote, in strict accord- 
ance with the Jeffersonian maxim of ‘equal 
and exact justice to all. special privileges 
to none, ts, in Georgia, peculiarly the 
province of our party. ‘That it will meet 
this responsibility fearlessly and impar- 
tialla. we may. feel well assured. for the 
“2eorgia democracy never falters in the dis- 
charge of duty nor acts unjustly toward 
any citizen or class of citizens. 
A Word to Populists. 

“There is another duty of mo less im- 
portance resting on the Georgia democracy. 
Six years ago many loyal, life-long demo- 
crats, suffering from the hard times and 
general paralysis of business which afflict- 
ed the entire country, were taught to be- 
lieve that our party was responsible for 
the federal legislation to which they at- 
tributed the ills that had befallen them. 
and were induced to secede from us and set 
up a new party organization. These. our 
brethren, were then and are now as honest 
and as patriotic as we are, but they were 
deceived, and made a fearful mistake. It 
is not unnatural nor surprising that they, 
under such circumstances, should do s0. 
Under like circumstances good men have 
often made mistakes. But they have made 
the.experiment and thave failed.

I will continue to condemn these 
deals and trades and alliances whach are 
calculated to bring reproach upon our par- 
ty, believing it better to correct evils which 
spring up in our party than to tolerate and 
try to defend them. J] will continue to 
condemn and corrupt and unholy use of the 
ballot, whether practiced by whites or 
blacks. I shall continue to be the advocate 
of equal and exact justice to all and spe- 
cial privileges to none—be they white or 
black, rich or poor, north Georgians or 
scuth Georgians, corporations or individ- 
ugvls, 
No Reserved Seats. 

“IT fully indorse all the declarations of 
principles embraced in the platform which 
you have today adopted and will be pre- 
pared to defend them against all assaults, 
no matter from what source. This plat- 
form? is wide enough and long enough and 
strong enough for all good men in Georgia 
to stand on, no matter what their former 
party affiliations may have been; and the 
time has come when patriotism and self- 
protection demand that tney stand to- 
gether, ' 

“In accepting your banner, I do’ so with 
no old scores to settle, no friends to re- 
ward and no enemies to punish; and with 
an earnest desire to lead our party to a 
victory crowned with an old-timed demo- 
cratic majority, and to this end I invoke 
the active support and co-operation of all 
who believe in the cardinal doctrines of 
democracy, no matter how widew they 
may have differed in the past on questions 
of minor importance and matters of mere 
party policy. To me, all of them are demo- 
crats; and I promise them thgt so long as I 
preside at its head there shall be no re- 
served seats at the party council board.”’ 

It was a stirring speech and received 
great applause all the way through. The 
closing statement that there will be no 
reserved seats at the council boards of 
the party during his administraion was 
loudly cheered. 

Platform Adopted. 

The convention was about to take a re- 
cess at this juncture, but the platform com- 
mittee came inand the platform was read 
by Mr. Howell, the chairman. He stated that 
the platform was unanimously reported. 


He commended it in strong terms, calling | 


special attention to the fact that it brings 
the party in close touch with the people. 
The allusions to the Chicago platform and 
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16 to 1 provoked applause. The platform 
was unanimously adopted without debate. 

Mr. A. H. Shaver, of Whitfield, offered a 
resolution authorizing the selection of two 
members of.the state executive commit- 
tee by each congressional delegation and 
ten members from the state at large.

SHARKEY THEN GROWS DEFIANT 


Fighters to Meet Him Any- 
where—It was a Short 
Fight and Quickly 
Over. 


New York, June 29.—Tom Sharkey, the 
sailor pugilist of California, knocked out 
Gus Ruhlin, the Ohio giant, in less than 
one round tonight before the Greater New 
York Athletic Club. Ruhlin’s defeat was 
accomplished in exactly two minutes and 
seventeen seconds, and as g00n as the 
referee had declared Sharkey the winner 


the sailor ran across the ring and shook 
hands with Ruhlin, who had been carried 
to the corner. 

Ruhlin was still in a groggy condition 
when Sharkey grasped his gloved hand 
and was unable to reply to his conqueror’s 
remarks, which were uttered in an apolo- 
getic tone. Sharkey then rushed to the 
ringside and leaning on the ropes, shout- 
ed: 

“T am now ready to meet Fitzsimmons, 
Corbett, McCoy or ahy other man for 
the heavyweight championship of the 
world.”’ 

Sharkey was cheered as he walked 
through the mass of people on his way to 
his dressing room. Ruhlin came to very 
quickly and was able to walk to his dress- 
ing room without assistance. 

The story of the fight, if it can be called 
such, is easily told. Ruhlin was the first 


to land, but Sharkey wus quick to reply. ' 


His arms, and he can use both of them 
cleverly, swung like flails, and as his gloves 
landed on Ruhlin’s fiead it was seen at 
once that Ruhlin had not a chance on 
earth against his antagonist. The knock- 
out blow was a hard right which reached 
Ruhlin’s jaw. Gus went down as if felled 
with an ax. He tried to get up, but could 
not while the referee was counting the ten 
seconds. 

Ruhlin was beaten after the first swing, 
and Sharkey stock in the pugilistic worid 
went soaring like a rocket. The spectators 
left the building quite satisfied with the 
fight, which was devoid of any brutality. 

Sharkey was favored and the selling odds 
were 100 to 70 on the sailor. The Akron 
man’s chance was so well thought of that 
hundreds of dollars were staked on his 
ability to take care of himself, 

Both men, it was said, had trained very 
earnestly and were in the best possible con- 
dition for the fray. 

Ruhlin’'s seconds were Billy Madden, Jack

The men shood hands at 10:33 o’clock. 

Round 1. Ruhlin opened with a left swing 
on the wind. Sharkey sent back a left 
swing on head. Ruhilin jabbed left on wind 
and Sharkey swung left on wind and jab- 
bed right on Ruhlin’s head. Ruhlin, after 
a couple of clinches, jabbed left on face and 
Sharkey swung right and left on head. Ruh- 
iin jabbed left on face twice and Sharkey 
swung right and left to head, which stag- 
gered Ruhlin. Then Sharkey, seeing his 
advantage, quickly swung his right across 
flush on Ruhlin’s jaw, dropping the Ohio 
giant to the floor, where Ruhlin lay help- 
less while the referee counted ten seconds 
and then declared Sharkey the winner. 
Time of round two minutes seventeen sec- 
onds.

Thompson, a Butcher at Fort McPher- 
son, Uses a Pistol After His 
Arm Was Broken. 

Lost night, about half-past 8 o’clock, J. 
B. Thompson, a butcher, who runs a meat 
market opposite Fort McPherson, shot and 
perhaps fatally wounded a negro. 

The negro was attempting to strike a 
twelve-year-old boy with an ax handle, it 
is said, and Mr. Thompson told him to é@e- 
sist. This infuriated the negro, and he 
rushed upon Mr. Thompson and struck him 
on the left arm with the ax handle. The 


,arm was broken just below the elbow. 


Mr. Thompson secured a pistol and shot 
at thhe nesro four times. Three of the shots 
took effect, the bullets passing through the 
abdomen. 

The wounded negro was taken into the 
hospital at the fort, where medical atten- 
tion was given him. It is believed he 
will die. 

Thompson surrendered himself to the eu- 
thorities, and will be willing to stand a trial 
if cone is deemed necessary. Tlhose who 
saw the shooting state openiy that Mr. 
Thompson did pothing except act in self- 
defense. 

The name of the negro could nvt be 
secured, as no one at the fort knew him, 
and he was too ill 'to question after the 
shooting.

“We, the undersigned merchants, bank- 
ers, business men and manufacturers, agree 
to decorate our places of business with 
the nation’s colors in honor of our country, 


and to help make it gencral for the city of 
Atianta. All decorations are to commencs 


before the Fourth of July.” 
In order that thé move might be inauv- 


gurated, Mr. Schlesinger cheerfully s gned 
the statement and started on a tour of 
nam2 gathering. As he says, it was the 
easiest. work he ever undertook. Not a 


man refused to sign the paper and many 


approached Mr. Schlesinger and asked to 
be permitteq to put their names on it. 

In less than five hours Mr. Schlesinger 
had secured ninety-four signatures. Today 
it is estimated that there will be at least 
two hundred more names put om the paper 
or sent into The Constitution and other 
local journals. The movement is not a 
narrow one—limited to lst or to person— 
but it is for the purpose of indicating that 
there exists in Atlanta a desire to display 
patriotism and that back of that desire is 
the necessary Atlanta spirit to force it into 
materialism. 

It is now certain that Atlanta will be a 
fine blaze of color on July 4th. Along 
Whitehall street; on Alabama, Broad, Ma- 
rietta, Peachtree, Decatur, Wall, Forsyth, 
Hunter, Pryor and Loyd there will be deco- 
rations as far as the eye can see along the 
business biocks.

NEW SHOWER BATHS 


Post Soldiers Te Seon Have These New 
Accommodations. 


--- ee 


WILL BE ERECTED AT -ONCE 


The Soldiers Are Very Anxious To See 
the Baths Completed. 


WORK WAS BEGUN YESTERDAY MORNING 


Baths Will Be Supplied with Artesian 
Water Which Comes from the 
Two Post Wells. 


ORTY shower baths wil] be ready for 
Fe ine use of the soldiers at Fort Mc- 
Phéson within a few days. The work 
of building them was commenced yeS5ter- 
day morning before the sun was up and 
as rapidly./4s possible the baths will be 
completer "The men are eagerly antici- 
pating the showérs and from what they 
say at present it is probable that when'the 
baths are completed the soldiers will be the 
cleanest lot of men for miles around. 
The water will be furnished from the 
two artesian wells on the reservation. This 
is excellent water and is good for drinking 
purposes without tce, and this after it has 
been pumped out of the wells into the 
tanks and has passed through at least a 
quarter of a mile of piping. The baths will 
be located in a ravine near the southern 
fence of the reservation, this locality being 
some distance from the parade ground and 
the officers’ quarters. 

Lieutenant J. E. Normoyle, the post 
quartermaster, has been thinking fgr some 
time of erecting shower baths, but {t was 
not until yesterday morning that he de- 
cided@ definitely to commence work. The 
questhyn of baths for the men has been a 
knotty problem for him and he has en- 
deayored in many ways to give the men 
plenty of water. 

Without previous notice he had over 4,000 
men thrown on his hands and he was 
obliged to supply them with necessities as 
best he could. When the weather became 
warm enough he sent them to ponds near 
the rese?fvatitn to bathe and several of the 
smal) branches on the government grounds 
were dammed up. These are supplied by 
springs and every day they are filled with 
men. 

Yesterday morning the po®t_engineer re- 
ported to Lieutenant Noygr': that the 
fire tank was filled with Water and that 
water in the tank from which water is 


from the top. As soon as this was ascer- 
tained it was decided to erect the shower 
baiks and work was commenced at once. 

The pipes supplying these baths is large 
and runs @own the center of the bath 
house. Every three feet an arm’ will be 
arranged which will take the water into 
the spray. Twenty of these will be on 
each side of the large pipe. 
forty men will bathe under the showers for 
five minutes in the presence of an officer, 
who will see that the water is not wasted. 
This will be kept up for several hours every 
day, which will, it is calculated, give every 
soldier a bath under the showers at least 
once each week. 

An.idea Sf the amount of water daily 
used by the soldiers is obtained when the 
record kept by the post engineer is note. 
Two artesiar wells are located on the 
reservation, one in which the water comes 
within 590 feet of the surface and the other 
having water within 250 feet of the surface. 
The two wells are supplied by different 
veins, although they are within 100 feet of 
each other. 

The well in which water is within 250 feet 
of the surface has a ten-inch malin, the 
other has a seven-inch main. The engine 
over the ten-inch main is kept going day 
and night and at each exhaust of the pump 
seven gallons of wa is thrown into the 
tank; the engine ov the seven-inch mal 
is run only from 6 p. m. until 6 a. m. and 
the supply of water at each exhaust is 
some less than that which comes from the 
other well. 

The engines make about four exhausts 
every minute. This water is practically all 
used by the soldiers and ict is thought that 
when the shower baths are erected the 
engine over the seven-inch main will have 
to run during the day.

After a thorough investigation the com- 
mittee issued a call for the convention thet 
is to be held in this city today. The fol- 
lowing paragraph taken from the cali in- 
dicates the result of the committee's inves- 
tigations; 

“About two-thirds of the mills state that 


they will send representatives with full 


powers, to a meeting, called for the pur- 
pose. A few mills, not in position to cur- 


tail production, are sold ahead on contracts, 


while some others are either shut down al- 
ready or running on short time. In view of 
these expressions, which forcibly and al- 
most unanimously, point to a curtailment 
of production by concerted action of the 
mills as the only means to check the dis- 
astrpus conditions now prevailing; and be- 
lieving further that the moral effect of 


such action would at once exert a most 


marked effect on values, and would imme- 
diately stimulate a healthy demand for our 
productions, the committee decided, in order 
to bring about the desired result, to call 
a convention of the southern textile manu- 
facturers for Monday, June 29th, at 1:30 
o'clock p. m., at the Aragon hotel, Atlan- 
ta, Ga.” 

It is not alone the southern mills that 
find themselves embarrassed with accumu- 
lated stocks and ruinous stnarkets. The 
New England mills are equally disiréssed. 
The press dispatches of the past few days 
indicate that there is a general mevement 
in that section seeking to clese the milis 
for a’ out half the time until September Ist. 
In fact the determination to curtail prcecuc-

It is evident from the 
commercial reports that general action is 
contemplated. R. G. Dun & Co.’s report 
published on Satturday last has this to say 
upon the situation in New England as well 
as the south: 

‘But many mills have waited ¢s long as 
they can with safety, and signatures have 
been given by enough cotton mills of Fall 
River to insure a temporary stoppage, ft 
fs stated, the nature of which is now un- 
der discussion in conference with the Prov- 
idence manufacturers. Meanwhile, the Pa- 
cific, of Lawrence, and the Naukeag, of 
Balem, have closed for a time, and prac- 
tically all the southern cotton mills will be 
represented at a meeting on Monday with 
the same object. Woolen mills are acting 
without concert, but fourteen are mention- 
ea in dispatches as having closed ‘this 
week,” 

The mili men agree that present condi- 
tions point definitely to the necessity for 
wider markets, and to bring about a reform 
in our export trade is one of the main cb- 
jects of the Southern Textile Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. But+ this cannot be ac- 
complished soon enough to benefit the pres- 
ent over-stocked condition of the factorfes. 
The purpose of today’s meeting is to agree 
upon some plan for immediate relief. This 
done the association -will endeavor to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the unhappy state 
of affairs now existing.

school and the church, and always watched 
in prayer and faith fcr the spirit's work- 
ing. Often this was sean growing in 
strength until the Jad himself at length 
answered, ‘Speak, Lord, for Thy: servant 
heareth.’” Four years ago he joined the 
church and had lived as well as a child 
would, a Christian life, expanding as tne 
months passed along. 

“He was so necessary to his grand- 
parents and parents and friends! Though 
a boy with boyish ways and weaknesses, 
often causing him to think as a child and 
to act as a child, but gradually and in a 
thousand ways he more and more put 
away childish thoughts and childish feel- 
ings, and spoke and acted from the Chris- 
tian manliness implanted and fostered by 
the Holy Spirit within his soul.

We know how Bur- 
d and comforted, labored and re-

The members of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church do not know whom they will call 
to fill their pulpit, and have no decided 
plans regarding the future. 
Dr. Cleveland, in preaching his farewell 
sermon yesterday, took his text from 


Philippians ii, 12, 13. He said: 

“We have been taught a distinctive doc- 
trine of the church, a principle peculiar to 
Calvanistic theology, to-wit: God’s sover- 
eignty and man’s free agency. Men forget 
in their eagerness to claim their own free 
agency dhat the highest type of such is 
the free agency of God Himself doing as 
He pleases, uninfluenced and unhindered by 
any one else in the armies of heaven and 
among the inhabitants of earth and hell; 
that God’s infinite wisdom was perhaps 
more strikingly displayed in controlling 
free agents than in any other way. The 
fact that man is a free agent is clearly 
revealed in every man’s consciousness. In 
other words, reason sanctions what Reve- 
lation teaches. I came to church this morn- 
ing of my own free will. If any one had 
tried to prevent it I would have distinctly 
asserted my own choice in the matter. We 
see this exereise of the will in all of the 
ordinary actions of life, and yet go per- 
forming these actions regardless of the 
métaphysical subtleties involved in every 
act. And yet we cannot deny that there 
is a higher, purer, a superior influence 
which helps us in every effort to will and 
do whatever is good. This influence or 
power is not a physical, but a spiritual one. 
God does not compel'a man to do right 
to himself. Men cannot compel their fel- 
low men to. do right tn a spiritual sense. A 
man may be imprisoned, starved, scourged 
and tortured and yet will not submit in 
his will. He will not love the one who 
smites him. He will keep on willing trea- 
son, stratagem and spoils depsite all ef- 
forts to coerce or restrain. A man cannot 
compel himself to believe or love. Take, 
then, the poor, weak and guilty sinner, im- 
penitent and unbelieving, and view him 
by nature, and what do we find In him? A 
rebellious mind, a depraved, carnal heart, 
a perverted will, in fine all the faculties 
of his soul under the dominion of sin. 
‘Sola under sin.’ Not willing to repent or 
believe, and hence unable to do so, how 
can there be any hope unless some higher, 
holier influence fer geod be brought to 
bear upon him in his self-helplessness, 
causing him to will and to do spiritually 
right? The very first dispositions to conces- 
sion as well as conversion itself are effects 
of illuminating, guiding grace. ‘Ye will 
not come unto me.’ ‘No man can come 
unto me unless the Father draw him,” The 
Great Teacher is the author of both of 
these statemerfts and whether man with 
his infinite powers can reconcile them or 
not they are both the truth. He also 
said that this working out was from the 
center to the circumference. It was a work 
from grace, not for grace, a working out 
from a life not for a life; a working out 
not for a salvation from sin, but a working 
out from a salvation for sin; not a work 
of physical, intellectual or moral effort; 
not of merit, or recommendation, but a 
working out of a life of new purposes, new 
principles, new employments and new en- 
joyments. And just as men worked out 
their desire for political preferment and 
for enriching themselves through gigantic 
schemes with fear as to success, so the 
Christian wcrks out his heavenborn desires, 
his hidden life with Christ in God with 
fear and uneasiness lest he may not suc- 
ceed or lest he may be guilty of ‘an unholy 
weafiness’ in welJl doing, and like the 
great apostle, meet at last with disap- 
proval.’’ 

The pastor here quoted a number of ad- 
monitions and warnings as given in God’s 
word aptly bearing upon this portion of the 
discourse. 

‘The impenitent unbeliever must also 
work out his salvation by yielding to God’s 
appointed way to secure salvation. As he 
should use every effort to shun danger, to 
avoid disease, disaster and death to the 
physical man, so also as to the eriritual 
man. Some people seem to look up¢tc .God 
as having. decreed reprobation ana as 
delighting in vengeance; that he was a 
God who preferred to hinder than to help. 
Where in His book can we find such a 
view? Let it be known now and ever that 
God is a willing God, a loving God, a 
helping God, and what we cannot do for 
ourselves He can and will gladly do. And 
while we must say with the poet, 

“ "The help of men and angels joined 

Can never reach our case,’ 

We can also sing, 
“*But we can hope relief to find 
In Christ’s redeeming grace.’ ”’
